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P&Z Says Yes to Four Private Clubs 


But Proposed Ordinance Gets Postponed

Four private clubs for Plano were 
given their first push toward reality 
last night by Planning and Zoning 
Commissioners, but a 
detailed 
amendment to the private club zoning 
ordinance was tabled by the group. 
Special use permits for the sale of 
alcoholic 
beverages 
were 
preliminarily approved for Tino’s 
Mexican Restaurant and the proposed 
Safecracker, aVelle and Rodeway Inn 
Restaurants. 
The restaurant owners must still 
have their requests okayed by the 
Plano City Council before steps can be 
taken to establish their private clubs. 
Hunt Properties representative Les 
Bonner opened the first public hearing 
with comments opposing the proposed 
zoning ordinance amendment. Bonner 
called the new restrictions 
“too 
vague, 
uncertain 
and 
dis­ 
criminatory,’’ and questioned con­ 
stitutionality of the new law. 
The amendment suggests excluding 
Light 
Commercial 
and 
Light 
Industrial zoned property from 
private club eligibility which, ac­ 
cording to Bonner, would prohibit 
high-class hotels from locating in 
Plano. 
Bonner also spoke against a 


restriction requiring a private club to 
be at least 1,000 feet from any church, 
public or parochial school, hospital or 
publicly-owned park. The Hunt 
representative suggested that parks 
need not be included in the 1,000-foot 
rule but be reduced to 300 feet from 
the prospective establishments. 
A stipulation permitting no more 
than four private clubs within any 
permissable area was also cited as 
“ discrim inatory” 
and 
overly 
restrictive by Bonner. 
Local realtor Bud Wiser agreed 
with the Hunt spokesman saying that 
the 1,000-foot limit was too far. 
“The state regulations say 300 feet 
and 500 would be adequate,” Wiser 
told P&Z members. He added that “a 
first class motel will not come to 
Plano without a private club” and 
reiterated Bonner’s request to include 
Light 
Commercial 
and 
Light 
Industrial zones to private club 
eligibility. 
The only other person to speak 
against the proposed amendment was 
Betty Hartline who opposed the 
general idea of private clubs in Plano. 
Chamber of Commerce president 
Roland Dickey and vice-president Bill 
Kramer both stood in favor of the 
amendment but admitted that the new 


restrictions 
might 
need 
some 
changes. 
Following the public testimony, city 
engineer Bob Buffington told com­ 
missioners that the reason for ex­ 
cluding some zoning areas was that 
the City Council thought “the more 
restrictive the better” was the way to 
word the amendment. 
He 
said 
that 
high-quality 
restaurants “like” the restrictiveness 
and that the City Council hoped to 
attract only the best establishments to 
Plano. 
“This is too big to jump up and say 
‘I’m for it and let’s approve it,’ ” said 
Commissioner James Sides. “ I don’t 
think we can sit here and act quickly 
on something that’s going to become 
law.” 
Sides indicated he felt a work 
session was necessary for further 
study of the amendment but Com­ 
missioner Lionel Berry moved to 
approve the staff recommendation for 
an amendment to the private club 
zoning ordinance. The motion failed 2- 
3 with Berry and Bob McCurley voting 
in favor. 
Another motion was then presented 
by Sides who asked to table the con­ 
sideration for a work session. 
McCurley cast the only opposing vote 
Drugs Didn’t Kill Elvis 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) - Elvis 
Presley did not die of a drug overdose, 
his longtime personal physician says, 
but his access to drugs was once 
tightly restricted because he “abused 
drugs accidentally.” 
Dr. George Nichopoulos told the 
Memphis Commercial Appeal in a 
copyrighted interview Wednesday 
that more than three years ago, 
Presley’s had a wrangle with drugs, 
mostly sleeping pills. 
“ He abused drugs accidentally but 
not on purpose,” Nichopoulos said. 
“He really didn’t have a 
drug 
problem. He had a medication 
problem at times. By this, I mean 
sometimes we wouldn’t leave Elvis 
any medicine at his bedside because 
he would wake up afraid he wouldn’t 
get enough sleep and have to do a 
show and that he wouldn’t be rested.” 
Presley died August 16 of heart 
failure and a final autopsy report has 
not been made. Preliminary findings 
showed the “cardiac arrhythmia” 
that killed him was probably caused 
either by hypertension or severe 
cardiovascular disease. 
Nichopoulos, who pronounced the 
superstar dead after trying to revive 
him, said he had examined Presley 
four or five days before his death and 
found no threatening medical prob­ 
lems. 
Shelby County Medical Examiner 
Dr. Jerry Francisco said Presley’s 
hypertension was known and being 


treated, but the cardio-vascular 
disease had never been discovered. 
Francisco said the autopsy showed 
no visible signs that Presley’s death 
was caused either by the use of illegal 
drugs or by the abuse of prescription 
drugs. He told UPI the night Presley 


died that there was nothing to indicate 
the singer had been a heavy user of 
drugs in recent years. 
Nichopoulos said he doesn’t believe 
Presley died of a drug overdose 
because he did not have any drugs to 
“OD on.”

and Thursday, Sept. I was set for the 
P&Z work meeting. 
Chairman Dick Hickman pointed 
out that since the new amendment had 
been tabled, the subsequent four 
public hearings on private club 
requests would have to be considered 
under the present less-restrictive 
ordinance. 
Fortino Trujillo was the first 
restaurant owner with a request on 
the agenda. His case was presented by 
attorney Bill Kramer who told com­ 
missioners that Tino’s Mexican 
Restaurant, located in Downtown 
Center at Ave. K and 16th St., com­ 
plied with both the existing ordinance 
and proposed amendment. 
Trujillo presented his background, 
qualifications and problems with an 
alcohol-free restaurant, claiming that 
“it’s hard to make it with a food 
business only.” 
Engineer Bob Buffington informed 
the commissioners that a three- 
quarters vote of the P&Z would be 
necessary to approve T rujillo’s 
request since more than 20 percent of 
the property owners within 200 feet of 
the restaurant had written letters 
opposing the private club. 
Kramer, however, pointed out that 
the letters had not been notarized and 
were unadmissable. The 20-percent 
rule was, therefore, not in effect after 
all. 
Eight persons spoke in favor of the 
request by Tino’s, many of them 
praising Trujillo for his community 
involvement and capable handling of 
the restaurant. Only one person, Mrs. 
Hartline, spoke against the request. 


Commissioner McCurley moved to 
table the item, but his motion died for 
lack of a second. Lionel Berry then 
asked for approval and the motion 
passed 3-2 with McCurley and newly- 
appointed 
com m issioner 
Jim 
Edwards opposing. 
Edwards said his negative vote was 
cast because he felt many elderly 
property owners near Tino’s Mexican 
Restaurant had not been properly 
notified of the pending request. 
Planning 
and 
Zoning 
Com­ 
missioners then moved rather quickly 
to approve 4-1 (McCurley opposing on 
all votes) the next three requests for 
private club special use permits. 
The Safecracker Restaurant, now 
under construction in the former 
Plano Bank and Trust building in 
Palisades Square, received the P&Z 
okay for a private club. The new 
restaurant, described as “very high- 
quality” is owned by local residents 
Benny and Ginger Ray. 
Also approved was the special use 
perm it for W arren and Avelle 
Lathrop’s proposed aVelle Restaurant 
in Pitman Corners. Construction is yet 
to begin on the establishment. 
And, in the final public hearing of 
the evening, Four Star Development’s 
request for a private club permit for a 
proposed Rodeway Inn at 18th St. and 
Central Expwy, was also okayed. 


P&Z Commissioner Jam es Sides made the motion to table a proposed amend 
ment to the private club zoning ordinance.

Allen Voters View 
$5 Million Bonds 


Voters in the Allen Independent 
School District will decide Saturday 
whether to authorize the AISD School 
Board to sell $5 million in bonds. Polls 
will be open from 7 a.rn.-7 p.m. at the 
Allen Municipal Building. 
If approved, the bonds will be used 
for construction of new facilities in the 
fast-growing district. The Allen 
School District borders Plano to the 
north. 
School Board members said some 
$2.5 million is needed immediately for 
a major expansion program at the 
high school and for purchase of land 
for future school sites. 
The remaining $2.5 million will be 
sold as needed for further growth. If 
the expected growth does not take 
place, the bonds will not be sold. 
From 1970-71 to 1976-77, student 
enrollment in Allen increased from 
588 to 1,415—representing an increase 
of more than 140 percent during the 
past six years. The system has grown 
by 285 students from just last year, a 
25 percent boost. 
The large enrollment has made it 
necessary to provide as many as eight 
sections at some levels in elementary 
and junior high school and as many as 


five separate sections for several 
other grade levels, according to 
Superintendent D.L. Rountree. 
He said the addition of new courses, 
along with expanded requirements, 
has made the present high school 
facilities inadequate. The added 
kindergarten programs and special 
education course have also created 
critical needs for more space. 


If the bond issue passes, no ad­ 
ditional taxes will be levied for the 
building program for the 1977-78 fiscal 
year. With increased valuations due to 
Allen’s growth, an increase of not 
more than 12 cents per $100 valuation 
in the tax rate is expected for 
payment of the d istrict’s debt 
structure. 


If the growth rate continues as 
projected, the superintendent 
ex­ 
plained, new property could pay for 
the entire construction program of the 
school. 
New construction accounted for 
more than $11.5 million in taxable 
values from 
1972-1976 and it is 
estimated that some $7 million will be 
added to the 1977 rolls through new 
construction.

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Dentist to Market Audio Tranquilizer

(UPI) - The shrill whir of 
Dr Edward Strother s drill 
as he approaches a cavity is 
no more alarming than the 
cheery smile his receptionist 
flashes as a patient enters 
his Southside office. 
Even the news that a tooth 
must be pulled usually elicits 
no more than a “ho. hian 
Why all the calm in a 
dentist’s office, usually re­ 
served for vise-like grips on 
chair arms’’ 
Strother’s patients are 
hooked 
on 
audio 
tranquilizers he uses to aid 
in controlling stress and 
anxiety 
through 
self­ 
hypnosis 
"People just psyche out 
and really enjoy it," said 
Strother The dentist and two 
partners have incorporated 
Tranquility Inc to market 
the audio tranquilizer 
His colleagues are a 
nationally 
recognized 
hypnotist and a recording 
specialist 
who develops 
cassette tapes that slip the 
patient into a blissful but 
alert state 
Strother shys away from 
using the term “hypnosis.” 
"I used it openly for years 
but backed off People think 
you're a weirdo.” 
The audio tranquilizer, to 
be 
marketed 
soon 
by 
Semantodontics of Phoenix, 
Aru , for $400 per unit, 
consists of a specially wired 
cassette recorder, six tapes 
and lightweight earphones 
that 
don't 
prevent 
the 
patient from hearing noises 
other than that of the tape 


"Dentists don’t want to be 
bothered learning the tech­ 
niques of hypnosis 
What 
we’re providing is a push­ 
button device that they will 
buy and use,” he said. 
Strother still uses nitrous 
oxide, commonly known as 
laughing gas 
But in vir­ 
tually all of his work. the 
patient is fed only one-third 
of the gas that would be 
administered without the 
audio tranquilizer. 
Strother 
chooses 
a 
cassette tape to slat the age 
of the patient 
Adults hear soft music and 
then the soft, soothing voice 
of Hilda Tant, a hypnotist 
who instructs the patient in 
deep breathing exercises, 
stretching of muscles and 
explaining away the tension 
most persons feel in the 
dentist's chair 
"It's like having a couple 
of drinks,” said Strother, 
who at 50 wears his hair over 
his ears and collar and could 
pass for a youthful 30 
"In most cases, by the 
time I’m ready togo to work, 
you're warm, relaxed and 
have a sense of well-being,” 
he said. “Heck, I wouldn't be 
surprised that the dentists 
who use this thing might sit 
themselves down at the end 
of the day and listen to the 
tape ” 
While Strother says a few 
of his patients are not 
receptive to hypnosis and 
standard amounts of pain­ 
killing gas must be given 
them, he says it works well 
for most. 
“Once the 
patient 
is 
relaxed by a combination of

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Dear Dr. Greenstone, Do you feel that the Boy Scouting 
program is good for young boys? Does it really offer 
anything substantial that could help my son as he grows up? 
I don't know much about it, and am concerned that it is just 
one more way to waste my time and his. 
Dear Reader, Probably few programs or groups of 
programs transmit more of integral value to a boy which is 
useful both now and in the future than does the program of 
the Boy Scouts of America. Part of its success is directly 
related to the degree to which you as a parent who is in­ 
terested in your son becomes involved. The other part of its 
superiority stems from the time and effort spent on local, as 
well as on regional and national levels, to insure the highest 
quality of activities and experiences that relate specifically 
to the needs of boys. While Scouting has been changed and 
revised in recent years, it has always provided a program 
with meaning and depth. The new approach is one in which, 
not only are the performance needs of a young boy con­ 
sidered, but also his emotional and vocational needs as well 
Boys are asked to examine their own progress, as well as to 
be examined on it. Personal growth, and the Scout’s own 
committment to it are considered uppermost. Programs 
designed to provide immediate recognition for attainments 
are emphasized, as well as the more traditional awards 
which teach delay and perseverance. Family interaction at 
home and within the troop are felt to be important. The boys 
are also encouraged to develop group relationships, norms 
and values through the use of small groups within the troop 
known as "patrols.” Individualism and its importance 
within the patrol is stressed Opportunities for new and more 
advanced experiences are also provided and encouraged 
according to interest, desire, and ability Throughout, basic 
concepts of honesty, decency, loyalty and 
personal 
preparedness are taught over and over again. 
While not a perfect program, the tone of this type of ex­ 
perience for boys is one of the best with which I have come 
into contact. As always, the key figure is the scoutmaster, 
and the success of his troop is dependent on the parents of 
the Scouts Without either, nothing happens. With both, one 
of the most fulfilling experiences awaits the youngster en­ 
couraged in this direction. 
lf the least that is offered a young boy is a program which 
stresses duty to God, duty to country, and duty to family and 
self, can its value be denied? In today’s troubled and un­ 
settled world, perhaps the men who grow from boys such as 
yours will provide the foundations of solid leadership so 
desperately needed for the years ahead

to “ ale rt” and in two 
minutes Mrs. Tant is talking 
the patient out of the relaxed 
state.

It is a fact, confirmed by the FCC, that most reports of television interference are not the 
fault of the radio-hobbyist. Both Senator Barry Coldwater of Arizona and Representative 
Charles Vanik of Ohio have authored bills (S-864 and HR-8496) in the current Congress which 
will empower the FCC to set minimum standards of radio frequency radiation rejection 
capability in the manufacture of televisions, radios, and other audio and visual electronic 
equipment. Relatively few radio interference problems would arise if home entertainment 
equipments makers were required to adequately filter their products against unwanted radio 
signal interception. The cost to add these filters has been estimated at only one dollar. It is 
very difficult to convince a television set owner who did not have the problem before the 
appearance of a CB antenna next door that the difficulty actually lies with his TV set and not 
the radio operator. The FCC now has the authority to regulate the quality of emissions from 
radio transmitters. When the FCC has similar authority to regulate the “other side of the 
coin” - the receiving set - then TVI will cease to be the monumental problem that it is today. 


The radio-hobbyist, however, is not totally blameless on many cases of TVI. In most cases 
where the radio operator is at fault, the blame can frequently be traced to illegal high-power 
radio equipment. CBers are restricted to a power output of 4 watts. Some radio operators are 
using poorly designed and constructed illegal linear amplifiers to multiply their 4 watt output 
to increase their radio communications range. The FCC is taking a very hard position on 
these offenders by revoking their radio licenses and issuing high fines - sometimes amounting 
to thousands of dollars. These ill-advised radio-operators are not only interfering with their 
neighbors, but also with their fellow hobbyists who are unable to share in a channel’s use. 


While fundamental overload and harmonic radiation are the most common forms of TVI 
(we covered these in Part I of this column) - it can be caused by other means. Audio equip­ 
ment such as stereo phonographs, home inter-comm systems, FM radios and the like are 
very susceptible to audio rectification. This happens when the audio amplifier in the unit is 
not adequately “by-passed” with small ceramic capacitors. Lack of shielded interconnection 
cables-particularly on stereo phono systems between the amplifier and speakers - also will 
increase the chances of radio frequency interference (RFI). Unshielded wires - particularly 
if they are multiples of a quarter wave length of the transmitting frequency (at CB 
frequencies this is 9 feet) can become RF energy antennas. Radio frequency signals can even 
travel along power lines and into home entertainment units via the power cord. The answer 
here is a power line filter which is commercially available from most electronic supply 
houses. 
Interference caused by the mechanically solid connection of any two pieces of metal, but a 
poor electrical connection is called a non-linear junction. These can be located anywhere - 
metal rain guttering, rusty metal joints, unsoldered splices, roofing downspouts, electrical 
outlet boxes, telephone lines, metal clotheslines. There is no end to their existence. A radio 
signal can act on any loose or deteriorated metal connection 
and they are very difficult to 
track down and locate. A radio signal acting on a non-linear junction will generate undesired 
additional frequencies and cause interference. An old, corroded TV antenna is a common 
cause of TVI. One elderly lady thought she had voices under her bed until it was determined 
that a rusty bedspring was being modulated by a neighborhood radio operator. You may have 
heard of other unusual instances of radio signals modulating metal joints. 
Radio frequency interference to home entertainment sets is a very complicated thing. Any 
home electrical appliance that has switches that turn off and on (such as electric blankets, 
thermostats, air conditioners, heaters) or motors (such as electric shavers, hair dryers, 
vacuum cleaners, garbage disposals) can and often do cause unwanted interference to 
television and radio reception. Quite often what is thought to be a neighborhood radio station - 
is not his transmissions at all. 
While unwanted radio signal interception is a widespread problem today, it will be 
drastically reduced in the years to come as equipment, both transmitting and receiving - and 
home appliances - are designed and built to tighter engineering specifications.

Water ruined inlaid table 


POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — One evening just before retiring I 
watered a plant that was on a table that had inlays of 
wood in the top The plant seemingly drank up all the 
water but the next morning the top of the table was 
covered with water and after mopping it up I saw the in­ 
laid wood was bubbled up I tried putting heavy books, 
etc on it but to no avail Do you or the readers have any 
suggestions'’ —ELAIN E. 
DEAR ELAINE — It sounds as if you really need the 
help of a professional but if that is not possible you 
might try using a good glue for wood on the back of the 
inlay and then weight it down until dry. The glue would 
have to be pushed under the strips and it would be a 
tedious job. Try a small place first and see what luck 
you have. Doubtless all the adhesive was gone from the 
back of the wood strips so there was nothing to hold 
them when you tried the weights. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I have a quick and easy way to defrost my 
refrigerator I take everything out of the freezer and put in our 
ice chest and then set the trays and bags of ice cubes around 
the things that have been put in the chest to keep them frozen 
Next I open the freezer compartment and set a small os­ 
cillating fan on a table a few feet away, turn it on high and 
direct it toward the freezer part. In about an hour the 
refrigerator is defrosted and nothing is melted or defrosted as 
they were in the ice chest. The clean-up of the shelves below 
takes little time. —MRS. G.C. 
DEAR POLLY — Last year my husband was asked to bring 
deviled eggs to the Christmas office party and we were in a 
quandary as to how he could transport them and have them 
arrive intact with their Christmas tree (parsley) and red 
paprika decorations Our solution worked so well I want to 
pass it on as this is the picnic season. 
Cook eggs as usual and while they are cooking prepare the 
carton or cartons in which they were purchased The eggs 
should not touch the carton so they should be lined with clear 
pastic wrap Cut a length about twice as long as the carton 
plus three or four inches. Center the strip of wrap over the in­ 
side bottom of the carton and using a clean uncooked egg gent­ 
ly push the wrap down into each egg holder. When the eggs are 
cooked and peeled lay them on their sides and cut in two, op­ 
posite the usual lengthwise fashion. As each yolk is emptied 
into a bowl for “ deviling” set the white in its nest in the carton 
and eliminate further handling as it can be filled there. Gar­ 
nish after eggs are filled, overlap plastic at the center and 
seal. Refrigerate immediately and leave there until cartons 
are put in a small ice chest to be transported —M C B

Paul Runge is one of a 
landfill of the most hated 
nen in America. 
He’s been spit upon, suf- 
ered broken bones and had 
$rown men walk up to him, 
screaming at the top of their 
lungs. Daily, Runge and his 
cohorts do their jobs before 
thousands, reaping mostly 
abuse in return. 
The life of 
a 
National 
league umpire has its downs. 
“ Believe it or not, we don’t 
sneak in and out of the ball 
parks,” says Runge. 
And 
there 
m onetary 
awards. Major league scale 
ranges from $16,000 for 
starters up to $40,000. 
“ We’re professionals who 
are proud of our profession,” 
says Runge, who is 36. 
“ But, anyone who tells you 
umpires 
don’t 
hear 
com­ 
ments from the fans is lying. 
What they mean is umpires 
don’t let certain 
people 
bother them. 
“ There are some fans you 
could hear if you were in the 
parking lot. They learn your 
name and never let up.” 
Runge has been in the Na­ 
tional l>eague four years af­ 
ter spending IO years in the 
minors. 
He says the pressure on the 
umpire is heavy. 
“ Everyone expects us to be 
IOO per cent correct every 


time,” says 
Runge, 
“ and 
that’s just not possible. We’re 
human like everyone ebe and 
we can make an error. 
“ The key is to be con­ 
sistent. To be in the right po­ 
sition to make sure you get 
the best look at a close play. 
“ Watch an umpire during a 
game and you’ll see he’s 
moving around a lot. 'Hiere 
are certain 
positions 
you 
learn to get into to make 
calls. 
“ For example, if a play is 
going to be close at first and 
the throw will be coming in 
hard, I get as close as I can to 
the base to hear the ball when 
it’s caught. 
“ However, if it’s going to 
be a soft throw, I back up and 
try to get the full picture be­ 
cause the sound will not tell 
me anything. 
“ There are a lot of umpires 


who rush their call. If you 
know it’s going to be a close 
call, your adrenalin is flowing 
pretty good. 
“ The tendency is to make a 
quick, snappy call. I don’t do 
it. I ’ll take the extra tenth of a 
second or two on a play that 
requires a tag, like an at­ 
tempted steal of second, to be 
sure the ball wasn’t dropped 
or the base missed. 
“ Some players and manag­ 
ers complain that I ’m too 
slow, but it’s worse to have to 
change your mind.” 
The life of the 
umpire 
changes from game to game, 
night to night. It’s one of the 
things Runge likes. 
He admits working behind 
the plate is the toughest posi­ 
tion. 


“ You might have a fast 
game and call 240 pitches (120 
each),” says Runge, “ and 
everyone wants all 240 to be 
right. 
“ There are other duties 
which make umpiring an un­ 
pleasant occupation. 
“ There are certain manag­ 
ers, like Dave Bristol at At­ 
lanta, who you know will be 
coming out of the dugout on 
every close p lay,” says 
Runge. 
“ It gets so you expect it and 
I don’t mind.” 
Of the occasional flare-up 
between players, Runge says 
if the umpires can quickly 
stop a fight before both teams 
are involved, they’ll do it. 
Otherwise, they sim ply 
stay clear. 


“ There are players on both 
teams who know in a fight no 
one w ins,” says Runge. 
“ More and more you see the 
players who make $100,000- 
plus refusing to take part. 
“ One punch, one cheap shot 
and a career could be ended. 
It’s not worth it.” 
Runge is a second gener­ 
ation umpire, following in the 
footsteps of his father, Ed, 
who 
was 
an 
Am erican 
League umpire for 16 years.
